There are three receiving sites at Point Reyes, Paul. The oldest is that 
of KPH, the former RCA station that started life in the Palace Hotel (thus 
the original "PH" call). The long wave receiving station, then of the 
Marconi Company, was originally located in Marshall, across Tomales Bay 
from the Point Reyes peninsula. However, with the coming of the short 
waves, the receiving station was moved to its present location. The site 
was selected by Dr. H.H. Beverage, inventor of the wave antenna that bears 
his name, which is ironic as the Beverage is a long wave antenna. Dr. 
Beverage told me the story personally several years ago. 


In addition to providing Morse and, later, SITOR marine services, the KPH 
receiving site was also the termination point for the trans-Pacific 

HF radio-telephone links for telephone service to the Pacific rim. These 
were in service through the early 1970s, an I listened in to marker signals 
on the receivers during my visits to the station during that period. Each 
receiver comprised three six-foot racks. 


The transmitting station for KPH has always been at Bolinas, at least in 
the post Palace Hotel days. Treanmitter BL-1 is still n service there on 
500Kc/s. It is more a large room than a transmitter. Years ago during a 
sneak visit my girlfriend opened what semed to be just another door but was 
in fact the entry to BL-1!. Needless to say, alarms started going off all 
over the place and we beat it fast. 


One of the best parts of the Bolinas transmitting station for me was also 

one of the smallest. The order wire from Point Reyes was by Morse key and 
sounder, like a railroad telegraph. A set of these was installed at just 

the correct "sitting" height in the men's john! No rest for a transmitter 
engineer in those days! 


The next newest kid on the block at Point Reyes is KMI, the AT&T high seas 


marine telephone station. They also had trans-Pacific telephone receivers 
there at one time as well as a monitoring station. The transmitters are 
located in Dixon, CA. Operators used to ask for a ships position and 
manually switch antennas. Now they just touch the ship's position on a map 
and the rest is automatic. No Morse but the traffic list is sent in SITOR. 


The newest chaps are at NMC, the Coast Guard station that moved there from 
San Bruno, CA. All young guys, not interested in Morse, as their fists 
always show, always with the Morse marker tape screwed up to 35wpm. I 
visited there one day after visiting KPH. They were using 5134s at KPH 
then while at brand new NMC they had the latest Colling "transistorized" 
receivers with digital readout (the first such receiver I'd ever tuned). 
When I told them where I'd come from, one guy said "you know, they work 
guys we can't even hear". "Kid", I thought, "that comes from 40 years 
with the cans on." The NMC transmitters are also at Bolinas.

I am 
reminded of pleasant people and experiences while visiting Switzerland 
myself ten years ago and that there remain media uninterested in 0.J., 
sensationalist pseudo-activist politics, endless mindless talk, and 
commercials.

mostly young, strong backs which are seen lugging those heavy batons away. 


Good night, Dick, thank you, and I neither offer nor accept apologies in 
this case for use of the bandwidth. It is why we are here.

I finally got the almost-complete original 

ARC-5 Command Set (Navy configuration) 

running this week. You should hear it when the 
MD-7 and the three receiver dynos are running 

at the same time! Makes me feel all warm inside. 
Except for a few "bugs" I'm still working on, 

the 80 and 40 meter receivers have been totally 
recovered from some bone-headed modifications. 
The T-17 (160m), T-19 (80m) and T-22(40m) 
transmitters and 160 meter receiver are 

all stock/unmodified. With the T17 mic plugged into 


the MD-7, the AM signal sounds very sweet. 


In the original configuration, the ARC-5 and 

274-N rigs key the B+ to the osc and pa right 

out of the dyno. The "keying" relay most people 

use is in reality a selector relay, and not meant 
for CW keying in the original design. 

The Command Sets were meant to be used as 
close-range AM units, so being a chirpy CW rig isn't 
surprising. The chirp isn't bad on the T-17 on 160, 
but on the 40 meter T-22 it sounds like a bird. 


I want to keep the set as close to original as possible, 
but I'd like to use it on CW too. 

I'm trying to figure a way of changing that keying 
method without chopping-up the rig. One idea 

I had was to use the filiment voltage to 

keep the 1626 sort-off semi-on, and thereby 

shorten the time it takes to turn full-on and 

get the chirp down to a reasonable level. 

I could do this with a small circuit on a piece of 

perf board tacked into the transmitters, which could 

be simply snipped-out to return the unit to original 
condition. 

I also thought about hanging a really big electrolytic 
cap on the Osc B+ lead in the transmitter to keep the 
oscillator "hot" between dots, but where am I gonna mount 
that big a cap?? 

What do you think?

Finding those little nickel-plated brass 3-48 binder head screws for the 
SCR-274-N, ATA/ARA, and AN/ARC-5 can be a real pain. I've recently found 
a source for stainless steel screws in that size. It is McMaster-Carr 
(similar to Grainger as an industrial supply company), and they have no 
minimum order. (As folks at the Base have found out, getting their 
catalog, even if you're Uncle Sam, can be next to impossible.) They have 
several ordering offices: 


Atlanta: (404) 346-7000 
Chicago: (708) 833-0300 
Los Angeles: (310) 692-5911 


NYC/Philadelphia: (908) 329-3200 


In 18-8 stainless steel, the part number for a 3-38 x 1/4 inch long screw 
(box of 100 screws) is: 91793A092. I believe I paid around $3.50 per 
box. They also have them 3/8-inch long (91793A094) and half-inch 
(91793A096). In fact, they have them up to one inch long. 


These folks also have the snapslides used to mount the racks to the 
shockmounts and the control boxes to the mounting plates. I didn't see 
the small snapslides for the tube covers for the receivers, transmitters, 
modulator. 


So, if you need parts to restore the Command Sets, I'd recommend giving 
them a call. I've been pleasantly surprised by the speed at which they 
process and ship orders. Sure wish they had an Internet address!

> I have a Drake R4C (late serial) number that drifts. When I run my R4B side by 
side 

> with it the -4B drifts about 100Hz in the first hour and stops, the -4C

> to move upward in frequency for up to 8 hours at which point the drift is about 
> 1 KHz. From there on it is pretty stable. It is very annoying to me although 
> I do not know if it is abnormal for this line of receivers. Judging by the 4B 
and 

the T4xXC transmitter I have the 4C has alot of drift. Has anyone expereinced 
the same thing with their 4C? I have made the Sartori product detector mod and 
voltage regulator mod but the audio chain is stock. The receiver has always 
displayed this drift and I have tried to determine an electrical cause but have 
never had success. Was this the common performance for this piece? Will the 
SHerwood/Sartori mod for the audio reduce the heat enough to help this problem 
or have I had a bum PTO from the start?

Me thinks you have had a bad PTO all along. In the dozens of Drake 
receivers and transmitters I have had there have only been two bad PTOs. 
One drifted....the other had a a mechanical problem. Both developed 
within the first year I owned them. The drift was not as bad as you 
describe but it was intolerable for RTTY which is where I used that unit. 


Reducing heat will have little effect. I have an R-4C with all the 
Sherwood filter mods and Sartori mods which is my centerpiece for operating 
Pactor and Gtor. Last time I checked it on 20 it was stable within 15 hz 
over a one hour period...well warmed up of course. 


Drake still repairs PTOs so would sure send it in. I have opened up one 
and made a minor repair but have worked on several Collins PTOs over the 
years and you can go buggy without the test jig they use to setthe 
compensation!

I once owned the Drake "C" twins and experienced drift on the receiver as 
S. Miller indicated. In my case, the cause of the drift was isolated 

to the crystal controlled 5.xxx MHz injection oscillator. I got rid of 
the set before determining whether the drift was due to the crystal itself, 
or one of the frequency determining components. 


If you have a 2nd receiver that is stable, an easy way to check this stage 
out is simply monitor the crystal frequency for awhile.

Of 
course I would prefer to have a matching HRO-7 speaker, but I'll make do 
with the older one if I can't find a swap. 


The speaker is in excellent condition except for missing the National 
diamond "NC" logo. It's 12wx11hx8-1/4d with a 10" Jensen speaker 
w/matching transformer. The grill has the three vertical bars similar to 
the on pictured in the Moore book (2nd Edition, page 85) in the rack 
mounted HRO-C. 


This is a long shot, but I will only swap for the proper HRO-7 speaker, 
presuming there is such a thing.

Both Gonset rigs had mikes and manuals included. That G-50 was 
nice and clean, especially the front panel. My license class won't even 
allow 6m but it was so pretty I almost bought it. Oh well......... The 
Lafayette external BFO was in perfect shape. I almost bought that, to 
pass on to some needy List member. I assume it was transistorized and 
ran off of 9V, as the only jack on the back was an RCA output. 


Had good luck finding some parts for my Oscillodyne receiver 
project... I got a pair of 0-100 stamped metal vernier dials (rather 
like the National ones on the SW-3 etc.) for $3 each. I got a variable 
cap with square plates, which uses a cantilever arrangement to mesh and 
open them! 


With all the talk of Ghirardi, I got a 1935 edition of Modern 
Radio Servicing from the same old timer for $15. 


I also found what is probably the first model out of the R. L. 
Drake factory. It's a TV highpass filter, model TV-300-50HP. $1! The 
article about John Chenoweth, W8CAE in Electric Radio #33 (by Mike 
Palmer, K5FZ) mentions that the highpass filters were constructed in 
tin pharmacy pill boxes. This one is, too. The address on the can is 
"R. L. Drake Company, 11 Longworth St., Dayton 2, 0." 


I bought that RME converter because it was such a bargain. I 
really can't think of another reason. Though it is the perfect size to 
fill a hole in the rack cabinet beneath my R-388. <grin> The converter 
was so neatly installed on a black wrinkle rack panel that I didn't 
realize it wasn't original until I looked at the manual at home. The 
schematic says it's a 1947 unit. Output is 7.000 MHz. Anyone have an 
original cabinet? Anyway the panel is clean but the chassis is grimy. I 
wouldn't be surprised if the thing actually works after I give it a good 
scrubbing. 


All in all I was pleased with the haul, and I didn't spend very 
much, either. Should have bought that Gonset, though. <grin!>

Subject: Long-produced items 


Well if we get out of strictly electronics then there are things like 
Morse telegraph hand keys - not that any one manufacturer has survived 

and produced the same design since the 1840s, but the same general pattern 
has been around for a long time. 


For tubes, I'd bet the long-production winner might be something none of 
us are familiar with, something like one of the Western Electric triodes 
produced way back in the earliest days of electronics in the telephone 
plant and continued in production because the equipment was still in use. 
I suppose none of this is in current use since the Bell System breakup; 
but there was a long time when Western Electric would keep making things 
so long as the Bell System was still using them. They weren't constrained 
by the usual market forces to retire obsolete designs in favor of more 
modern ones. And this is not counting the risen-from-the-grave 300B tube 
that the audiophiles are so gaga over, such that they are now being or 

are about to be manufactured again. Also from the telephone plant, and 
non-electronic, is the step-by-step (Strowger) switch, which were in 
production from 1910 or so until probably quite recently, as there were 
telephone offices using them, and might still be a few left in use. I'm 
aware of one change in form, when they changed from relays mounted axis- 
vertical to axis-horizontal; but even then a lot of the parts of the basic 
switch mechanism were interchangeable between the earliest and the latest. 


For non-military radios, I wonder if the Hallicrafters S-38 line might take 
the prize? (If you count all the suffixes as basically the same receiver.) 


Another tangent might be which equipment has been in service the longest, 
even if production has ceased. We often hear about terribly old equipment 
still in use in the airways system, and the allegation that the F.A.A. 

is a very large customer for vacuum tubes. Then there were the military 
SCR-584 radars produced circa 1945. I know in the 60s you could send one 
of these radars to one of several companies in the L.A. area along with 

a bag of money and get back a state-of-the-art instrumentation radar. 

I wonder if any parts of these radars are still in service in places 

like Edwards AFB.

Say, I have two modules from a TS-823/ARM-25, and I'm curious what the 
hell the overall unit was. (I used to have more modules, but I 
stripped them for parts in my teens.) I suppose a Test Set (TS)? 


The modules I have are 200 "Monitor," and 800 "Regulator". Full of 
subminiature tubes, hermetically sealed oil-in-paper caps, 5% and 1% 
resistors. (See why I stripped the others as a kid?) 


The Monitor looks to be an AF-amp, never taken the time to trace the 
circuit. Must have a lot of gain, it has seven dual triodes (6021 &
